EAR MARY,—I quite agree that as far 
as our summer weather is concerned 
the only wise thing is to prepare for 

the worst and hope for the best, taking 
advantage of every sunny hour to sit in the 
garden or dash out for a picnic. 

Garden furniture that does not ‘‘ soak ” in 
a sudden shower is a great,help, so deck 
chairs and folding chairs should be covered 
in waterproof cretonne, which is to be had 
in a number of gay designs, and only requires 
wiping with a duster to be ready for use 
the moment a shower ceases. 

_Damp-proof cushions, to be had for about 
eight shillings, are also a great blessing. | 
have seen them made in sponge rubber. and 
also a mattress cushion, the hottom covered 
in American cloth and the sides and top in 
cretonna. 

These are gasra useful to motorists. 
as they afforx extra comíort in the car, and 
protect, picnickers from colds and chills when 
the spot selected for a wayside meal checks 
admiration of the view by suddenly squelch- 
ing underfoot. 


Chair and Hammock in One. 


Have you seen the new type of garden 
chair. which folds like an ordinary deck chair.

Here is a tip for prolonging the life of a 
deck chair cover—you know how annoyingly 
the canvas rips just at the rail.

It is surprising to note how few people 
know the correct method of lining cake-tins 
with greased paper. Take a sheet of kitchen 
paper, and fold it so that there are three 
thicknesses of it. 

Stand the tin which is to be lined on this 

paper, and with a pencil mark the size on 
this paper. Cut out the three circles so that 
there are three rounds the exact size of the 
tin. Brush these with melted dripping or 
clarified butter. 
_ Take another piece of paper and fold it 
into a band long enough to wrap right round 
the tin, and so that the ends & ell over 
each other. 

The band should be folded to three thick- 
nesses also, and should be about three inches 
deeper than the tin. Place the band flat 
and turn back the uncut edge half an inch. 
Crease it down and notch tie flap formed at 
intervals so that. the band fies snugly in the 
tin. Then grease it thoroughly. 

Fit the band round the inside of the tin 
with the notched flat laid out flat to the bot- 
tom, and the tin is then ready to receive 
the mixture. After it has been done two 
or three times it becomes quite automatic. 
and is done in a moment or two. :

Summer Laundering. 


Another summer-time problem is laundry. 
Light-coloured silks, artificial silks, gloves 
and stockings are always in the tub, and if 
not properly handled soon lose the crisp fresh- 
ness which is their chief attraction. 

Soap-flakes should always be used, and the 
proper way to get a good lather is to dis- 
solve three or four tablespoons of flakes in a 
jugful of really hot water, and then add 
COLD water. 

Most people make the mistake of using hot 
water for laundering silks, but this is bad for 
the fabric. The water should never be more 
than luke-warm. The garment should ther 
be squeezed gently—never rubbed—and, if 
very soiled, should be given another bath 
in fresh suds, followed hy rinsing in cool or 
luke-warm water, till all the soapy solution 
has been pressed out. 

Neither silk nor artificial silk should he 
dried in the sun or near artificial heat, but 
always in the shade, while very dainty 
materials should just be wrapped in a towel 
and left aside for an hour or two before 
ironing. 


Troning. 


Except tussore and shantung, which look 
best when ironed completely dry, silks should 
be damp all over for ironing. If the garment 
has dried in spots it should be dipped in 
tepid water and wrapped in a towel, but 
never sprinkled, as this produces spots and 
streaks. and may damage the material badly 
by causing uneven shrinkage in the threads. 

Here are five ‘‘Don’ts”’ for laundering 
silks :-- 

Don't rub. 

Don’t twist. 

Don’t soak. 

Don't use hot water. 

don’t use a hot iron. 

Coloured silks and artificial silks should 
always be tested for fastness of colour before 
washing; if they show signs of running, wash 
very quickly in cool water, and after rinsing 
slip towels up the sleeves and bodice. so 
that one part cannot stain another. Then 
squeeze gentiv, hang them up so that folds 
do not touch, and dry as quiekly as pos- 
that it is best to iron

coloured things with towels or strips of old 
linen slipped between all folds. 


Washing G-oves. 


All washable gloves, except chamois leather, 
should be washed in tepid suds, and on the 
hands. Gloves which require petrol cleaning 
should be pulled on and washed in a bowl of 
sethulianel away from all fire, as if you 
were washing your hands. No other way en- 
sures the absence of streaks and smears. 
Before hanging up to dry blow out your 
gloves like balloons, so that they dry more 
quickly and evenly. 

I don’t know why, but laundering always 
makes me as hungry as bathing, and even 
writing of it reminds me of that hollow 
feeling. 

I have lately experimented with sandwiches, 
not the dainty tea-table variety, but the 
American kind, one or two of which make a 
really satisfying lunch. They can be left 
ready at any time to provide those appe- 
tising snacks we all crave for before dash- 
ing out to snatch a sunny hour of tennis.

This has been especially so in 
i the United States of America, where olserva- 
tions are assisted by the excellent quality of 
i the atmosphere, and several huge instruments 
are at present under construction. 
As these huge instruments attain larger 
Í and larger proportions, new problems arise, 
more especially in connection with the 
mechanical arrangements which are necessary 
for controlling the movement of the enormous 
weights of the various parts of the 
instruments. 


THE FLOATING PRINCIPLE. 

It must be remembered that the weight of 
any object increases roughly as the cube of 
the linear dimensions. In other words, if the 
diameter of the mirror is doubled the weight 
of the telescope and mounting will be in- 
creased about eight times, or, if the diameter of 
the mirror is trebled the weight will be in- 
creased about twenty-seven times, and so on. 
The mechanical problems which arise in con- 
nection with providing for the easy move- 
ments of these large weights require very 
special treatment. 

In order to meet these difficulties anti- 
frictional devices, such as ball bearings, 
have been freely used. The bearings have 
also been relieved of a part of the weight 
by fixing to the polar axis hollow drums 
floating in mercury troughs, but it is evi- 
dent that such devices are not possible for

the declination axis which may be required 
to assume positions which are by no means 
horizontal. 

In the model which will be exhibited by 
Sir Howard Grubb, F.R.S., at the Royal 
Dublin Society’s bicentenary celebrations at 
Ballsbridge this week, the floating principle 
is carried a step further, as the entire 
weight of the telescope is carried by flota- 
tion in water. The supporting member is a 
hollow sphere, which is so designed that it 
is half immersed in the liquid, and the 
weights are so adjusted that the centre of 
gravity of the whole mass coincides with 
the centre of the sphere. Under these con- 
ditions the whole apparatus is in neutral 
equilibrium, and no appreciable force is re- 
quired to alter its position. The mounting 
simply acts as a guide and does not carry 
any appreciable portion of the weight. 


ADVANTAGE OF THE SYSTEM. 


The only part of the mounting which is 
not supported by flotation is the part com- 
monly referred to as the polar axis. The 
weight of this part of the mounting would 
not be serious, and the problem can be 
dealt with by ordinary methods. 


The advantage of this system of flotation — 


will be appreciated when it is remembered 
that in some of the latest instruments which 
have been proposed, the moving parts alone 
weigh as much as five hundred tons.

Ghe First Cupewriter. 


I find that the first typewriter made 
its appearance in the year 1714, and was 
invented originally as a means of enabling 
blind persons to write. Hence the modern 
method of touch typing is really nothing 
new. It was not, however, until 1856 that 
the typewriter came under general notice. 
In that year machines were introduced 
with printed embossed letters ,by Messrs. 
Beach and Foucault, but they were very 
clumsy and of little practical value. Ex- 
periments were continued, and after 
twenty years Charles Sholes produced a 
machine for practical use. This was the 
first Remington, and it was put on the 
market by that firm in New York in the 
year 1874. Sir Alfred Yarrow, the famous 
inventor of the Yarrow tube for boilers, 
was the first English business man to 
acquire a typewriter, which he did after 
& visit to America in 1876. 

He brought his purchase home, but there 
was no one in his employ who could use 
the machine, so he issued an advertise- 
ment for a ‘‘typist.’’ As ‘‘typist’’ then 
would have conveyed nothing to readers, 
he framed his advertisement thus: 
“Wanted, a shorthand writer who can 
play the piano.” He received a reply 

a young man, who soon mastered the 
mew machine. It was some years before 
the machine came into general use in 
England. |

The new pieces con- 
sist of two’aviators, which can move 
diagonally as well as jump.

On this day the sun attains his greatest 
declination north of the Equator, passing 
over the heads of all those situated on the 
tropical line, while to those further north 
he reaches his greatest altitude. Persons 
lying within the Arctic circle can luxuriate 
at this time of the year m the rays of the 
midnight sun. 


Sunrise on Stonehenge. 


The 2lst June is to most of us merely 
the longest day in the year, but to many 
people in the South of England it is a 
day of pilgrimage to see the sun rise over 
the Hele stone in the Stonehenge Circle. 
Very often there is disappointment in 
store for the sightseers—the sun refuses 
to oblige. Nevertheless, throughout the 
small hours scores of cars, "buses and 
cycles converge on the Wiltshire downs. 
Coffee and “‘ hot-dog’’ stalls do a roaring 
trade, while gramaphones and ukeleles 
disturb the slumbers of the Druids in 
their barrows on the hillside. 

As the hour of sunrise draws near every- 
body pays his sixpence and is admitted 
within the Circle. The Hele stone stands 
in a direct line with the Altar, or 
Slaughtering Stone, and exactly marks 
the position of the rising sun at the 
Summer Solstice. Among the shivering 
crowds there is a moment of hushed in- 
tensity as, through the pearl-grey morn- 
ing mists, a spear of light thrusts itself 
up immediately behind the Hele stone, 
and glowing more golden every second 
resolves itself into the risen sun of mid- 
summer. 


Ghe English “ Miss.” 


Years ago a German governess in an 
Irish school complained bitterly of the 
fact that she was called “ Fraiilein”’ by 
her pupils as well as by the other 
governesses without the addition of her 
surname. ‘‘ How would you like,” she 
demanded of an Irish governess at that 
school, “if you were in Germany and 
they called you only ‘ Miss,’ as if you 
had no name at all’’?

A of youthful audiences, is about to re 

turn to the screen in his first 
‘talkie.’ Tom Mix probably stirred more 
youthful hearts in the past than any of the 
wild riders of the screen; he was,, in fact, 
the most popular of the cowboy “stars.” 
During recent years’ the once-famous screen 
“star ” has been touring the United States 
as leading rider in a monster circus, in which 
his superb horsemanship has had the fullest 
scope. Having been persuaded to re-make 
some of his old successes into “ talkies,’’ Iom 
Mix and his famous horse will soon be seen 
and heard again in those stories of the Wild 
West which thrilled audiences only a few 
years ago, but which have now almost faded 
from the public mind.. Every boy who saw 
Tom Mix and his horse in those old days 
wili want to renew the acquaintance, and 
thousands of boys who have known neither 
of these daring ‘‘stars’’ will have a treat 
in store for them. The return to favour of 
the Wild Western film is an interesting por- 
tent; war films seem now to be definitely out 
of tavour. 

‘*Outward Bound,”’ which was such an 
overwhelmingly popular success as a play, 
has had many vicissitudes as a film. 
When it was completed the British 
Board of Film Censors refused a licence, and 
it was only after appeals to some local 
licensing authorities that the film was seen, 
and became an instantaneous success in cer- 
tain parts of England. It is now quite cer- 
tain that the film version of this weil-known 
play will not be shown in the Trish Free 
State, because it has been definitely rejected 
by the Film Censor. Another play which has 
Leen seen in Dublin, and elsewhere in _ Ire- 
land, and which has also been rejected when 
presented as a film, is '“ Young Woodley,” 
John van Druten’s study of adolescent love 
in a large school. Both of these films are 
British, and both have been received by 
English critics with praise greater than that 
offered to any other British films. 

In addition to its drama festival, Malvern 
is to have a “ British film festival” in 
August next, when seven recently-made 
British films will be presented in a series by 
British International Pictures in the cinema 
heside the Malvern Theatre. This interest- 
ing experiment will be watched closely by 
evervone who is considering the application 
of the repertory idea to films. 


WIRELESS AND VAMPIRES. 


At the Savoy Cinema this week the prin- 
cipal film, ‘‘ Remote Control,” has a story 
that connects the use of “ wireless ” with the 
direction of a criminal gang, and which 
offers some possible social speculation in 
addition to exciting entertainment. 
Haines playing the part of an _ ebullient 
young man with more than his customary 
charm, is the manager of a private wireless 
station, and is in love with the sister of the 
owner. The sister resents his peculiarities 
in love-making, and is captivated by a 
rather sinister gentleman, who is in reality 
in command of a thieving gang, while 
ostensibly a clairvoyant. This criminal uses 
the ‘‘wireless fo direct. his gang's 
activities, but is frustrated bv. Haines in 
the end. “ Remote Control”? has some 
amusing moments, contributed mainly by 
Polly Moran, and some little excitement. 
The leading film is supported by a very good 
programme of ‘“‘ shorts.”’ 

“ Dracula ” has proved so attractive at 
the Metropole that it is being retained for 
another week there. This really good film, 
adapted from the well-known novel of Bram 
Stoker, by John Balderson, will be especially 
remembered because of the splendid actinz 
of Bela Lugosi as Count Dracela. It is a 
fine story, very well adapted and filmed; 
just a little gruesome, but certainly worth 
seeing. 

At the Grafton Picture House “The 
Middle Watch ” has been so popular that it, 
too, is being retained for another week. 
This British film is excellent entertainment ; 
it is necessary only to say that it is the 
work of Ian Hay and Stephen King-Hall to 
commend it to numerous admirers. The 
acting of Owen Nares and Jacqueline Logan 
is admirable, and they have a sufficiently 
large following to ensure the popularity of 
any film in which they appear. The com- 
bination of Ian Hay and Owen Nares is 
attractive. 

At the Pavilion Cinema, Kingstown, the 
outstanding film this week will be the 
“talkie” version of ‘‘Moby Dick,” in 
which John Barrymore appears as the 
visionary whaler, Captain Ahab. This is 
one of the most exciting films shown in 
Dublin for a long time, the final struggle 
with the great white whale being a thrilling 
spectacle, which would alone commend the 
entire film. ‘‘Moby Dick” is a film that 
should not be missed by anyone who desires 
fine acting, thrilling adventure and excellent 
photographic effects.

A_SOUTHERN LETTER 
CORK MUNICIPAL ELECTION 


i hee Cork Municipal elections, which 
take place to-morrow, seem to be 
arousing very little interest in the city. 
This, no doubt, is mainly due to the fact 
that the Corporation has lost much of its 
old-time importance in Cork, as many of 
its former functions are now under the 
control of the City Manager, Mr. 
Monahan. 

While the ordinary citizen regards the 
elections with apathy, those directly con- 
cerned are beginning to look upon them as 
a nuisance. Under the City Management 
Act of 1929, a third of the Corporation 
retires annually in rotation, and con- 
sequently a municipal election must be 
held every year. his is thought to be 
unnecessary, especially as it generally 
works out at the re-election of most of the 
retiring members. In the present case 
five of the seven retiring councillors are 
candidates, and are almost certain to be 
successful. 

The election for Lord Mayor (another 
annual event) will take place next month, 
and at preesnt it is doubtful whether 
Councillor Daly intends to offer himself for 
re-election. 


POTATO BLIGHT. 


Disquieting reports of potato blight are 
still coming in from yarious parts of the 
county, and it would appear that the 
disease is most prevalent along the coast, 
where damp, foggy weather occurs more 
frequently. At the same time there are 
grounds for hoping that the blight may not 
be so serious as it was first thought to be, 
and there is no doubt that judicious spray- 
ing will do much to keep it in check. 

A matter for quite as grave concern to 
farmers has been the ban on live-stock, 
owing to the foot-and-mouth scare. The 
shipments of cattle from Cork have been 
very large recently (on Monday, in fact, 
they constituted a ‘‘ record ” for the 
port), and the ban came at a particularly 
awkward moment. On Wednesday, when 
the news was first heard, 1,400 cattle and 
900 pigs were awaiting shipment to English 
ports, many of them being actually on 
board ship. 


However, as no trace of any disease has 


been found in this area, it is possible that 
the ban on Cork may have been lifted by 
the time when this appears in print. In 
anticipation of this, the cattle have been 
held at Cork and put out to graze in the 
neighbourhood. The pigs present a diffi- 
cult problem, being liable to deteriorate 
under such conditions and a prolonged 
hold-up at the port would be likely to have 
a marked effect on their commercial value. 


TOURIST TRAFFIC. 


So far, this season does not promise 
well for tourist traffic in the South. The 
present economic depression has affected 
Americans severely, if one can judge by 
the landings of passengers at Queenstown, 
which are much below last year’s figure. 
There is a suggestion that the shipping 
companies may cut down their services in 
consequence, which would be a serious 
matter for the port.

It is not generally 
known that the architect, William Burses 
left designs for an elaborate schense at 
decoration, but that this was never carried 
out owing to lack of funds. Now hoy. 
ever, I understand that a big effort will 
be made to raise the money, and that 
Burges's plan will be followed in it 
entirety. 

It is rather in the fashion now to decry 
“Victorian Gothic,’’ and Burges himeil 
is a man that has long escaped recogni. 
tion; but modern critics are beg nning to 
agree that St. Fin Barre’s is real. poe 
architectural work of significance and on, 
that goes a long way towards recapturing 
the spirit of the Middle Ages 
regarded it as his masterpiece 
planned it down to the last detail- 
to the pattern of the mosaic floor and the 
carvings on the pillars. Everything in 
the cathedral is the work of his hand 
though much of it was not added until 
after his death. If the mural paintings 
are carricu out, St. Fin Barre’s will 
as he planned it—compiete.

DRINK AND GAMBLING 
DISCUSSED. 


-“ 


The Methodist Conference met in repre- 
sentative session in Belfast on Saterday. 
Resolutions submitted by the Belfast Synod 
were adopted viewing with alarm the increase 
in Sunday drinking in certain areas in 
Northern Ireland, and recommending that a 
more intensive advertising campaign be car- 
ried on by the Temperance Committee of the 
Methodist Church. 

The Rev. R. Lee Cole, M.A., B.D., intro- 
duced the subject of gambling, criticising the 
Free State sweepstakes as morally evil and 
subversive of the national morale, and Con- 
ference passed a resolution noting ‘* with 
deep concern the great prevalence of gam- 
bling in the country at large, which has 
become specially evident since the legalisation 
of bettmg shops and the institution of hos- 

ital sweepstakes in the Irish Free State. 

t is convineed that betting and gambling are 
not only moradly evil, but are directly respon- 
sible for much poverty, misery and crime, 
and that the, unhealthy excitement which 
they engender impairs the capacity for steady 
and honest work, and is subversive of the for- 
mation of habits of industry, thrift and self- 
reliance.’’ 

It was announced that at a pastoral session 
the previous day the Rev. R. A. McCrea had 
been appointed Principal of Edgehill Theo- 
logical College. The Rev. W. J. Robinson, 
B.A., and the Rev. E. B. Cullen spoke of the 
work of the College. 

The Rev. F. E. Harte, M.A, in presenting 
the report of the Methodist College, intro- 
duced Professor Lindsay and the Head- 
master, Mr. J. W. Henderson, M.A., who 
addressed the Conference. The College had a 
successful year, again securing one-third of 
the scholastic honours in Northern Ireland. 

The report on the year’s work of Wesley 
College was a record of fine achievement, 
many scholastic distinctions having been 
secured. Dr. Irwin has now completed 21 
years as Headmaster of the College, and to 
him much of the success of the institution 
was attributed.

A Moratorium. 


At long last the United States have 
realised that the policy of splendid 
isolation, which they have pursued so 
unswervingly in the matter of war debts, 
is not wholly compatible with modern 
economics. It must not be thought, how- 
ever, that President Hoover’s announce- 
ment on Saturday night is the harbinger 
of a golden age. On the other hand, it 
must be welcomed as the first serious 
effort to rescue a debt-ridden world from 
an actually intolerable burden. The 
President proposes “the postponement 
during one year of al] |payments of inter- 
governmental debts, reparations and relief 
and interest—but, of 
obligations of 


debts—principal 
course, not including 
Governments held by private parties.” 
This moratorium will be subject to a like 
postponement by- the chief creditor Powers 
of the debts due to them and to the 
approval of Congress. So certain is 
President Hoover of Congress’s approval 
that he does not propose to call a special 
session, but will wait until it meets on 
December 7th. Although the United 
States fiscal year begins on July lst, no 
payments are due until December 15th, 
so that it appears safe to assume that, 
whatever difficulties may arise, they will 
not be the fault of Congress. President 
Hoover is at pains to stress two points. 
The first is that his suggestion does not 
contemplate any cancellation of debt—a 
course which he holds to be morally un- 
desirable ; the second is not so clear. There

Russian Butter. 


Russian butter appears to be suffering 
in England from the mystery which 
surrounds its origin. Butter, like other 
foodstuffs depends for its purity upon the 
conditions in which it is produced, and, in 
default of reassuring information upon 
this point, the public regards Russian 
butter askance. Whether or not the 
general fear of its hygienic qualities is 
justified by facts, its unpopularity ‘s 
wholly desirable. Only a few days ago 
English butter was being sold in Devon 
for ninepence a pound—a sum which does 
not yield an economic return to the farmer. 
Actually butter is one of the commodities 
which the Soviet has been planning to 
‘“‘dump”’ in large quantities, and the 
Russian success with fruit pulp last season 
boded ill for British producers in this in- 
stance. Happily, the public s nervousness 
has caused the Soviet’s plans to fail in one 
respect at least. Very few provision 
merchants stock the Russian butter, and 
at present the Wholesale Co-Operative 
Society, which—according to a director of 
a large city .firm—‘‘ seems to have 
sympathies with the Soviet trading 
organisations, is virtually the only con- 
cern which is buying it in large quantities. 
The Russian inability to market their 
butter in England has caused supplies to 
be diverted to the Continent, where less 
fastidious nations eat it to the possible 
endangering of their health and to the 
certain detriment of their own farmers. 
One unfortunate result of England’s 
refusal to take Russian butter is that the 
alarm has been extended to all blended 
butters, but some of the offending Russian 
article may be present in the blend. Thus, 
to some extent, the whole butter market 
has suffered, but the price is not too hich 
to pay for anything which helps to the 
thwarting of the Five-Year Plan. 


Midsummer. 


Yesterday was the longest day in the 
year, and henceforward we may expect to 
find the evenings shortening and the nights 
expanding towards their winter length. 
Officially the summer already is half over, 
although, in all conscience, we have not 
seen much of it in Ireland. With the ex- 
ception of a few days in the early spring, 
yesterday was virtually the only really fine 
day that we have had, and even then the 
evening became exceedingly chilly. June 
has been a truly dreadful month. The 
Grand Prix motor races in the Pheenix 
Park were held in a deluge; the College 
Races last week were marred by a down- 
pour, and few days have passed completely 
without rain. Throughout the country 
the crops have suffered heavily. The 
appearance of potato blight has caused 
much concern among the farmers, par- 
ticularly as the constant rain has inter- 
fered seriously with spraying operations, 
and in some districts the threat of a potato 
famine has been the cause of much 
anxiety. The weather reports suggest 
that we are on the eve of better times ; but 
they are notoriously fickle, and the public, 
weary of many disappointments, almost 
has ceased to expect the sun to shine 
again. A spell of good weather just at 
present would be most acceptable. The 
holiday season has begun, and tired 
workers fiom the city are making prepara- 
tions for their departure for seashore and 
countryside.

WAR ON THE SLUMS. 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Sim,—The Lord Mayor last week mentioned 
two grave difficulties facing him and his 
colleagues in their efforts to re-house our 
slum population. During rebuilding where 
are the inhabitants of the demolished houses 
to go, and, when it is complete, how can 
they be given homes at a rate cheap enough 
to be possible for them? Let us deal with 
the first only. The writer heard the official 
in charge of Liverpool’s attempt to solve a 
similar problem describe how a slum area 
was cleared by a gradual shifting of the 
former inhabitants, one block (being erected 
first on a small portion of the site which 
was not already occupied by tenement houses) 
providing temporary accommodation for each 
set dispossessed in turn. Some, too,.awere 
n oved to estates outside the city, but a large 
proportion of the original inhabitants pre- 
ferred the old site (Liverpool, like Dubl‘n, 
having many dock-labourers who must live 
vear their work), and were ultimately re- 
housed there. 

Again, in a Scottish town, where over- 
crowding rivals ours, a rich citizen came for- 
ward with an offer to provide the meney for 
this special purpose of erecting a block of 
dwellings to house those dispossessed until 
their permanent homes should be ready. It 
is clearly clhimerical to hope that the seven 
million pounds required to re-house our tene- 
ment population can be obtained by appeals 
to the generosity of private citizens willing 
to give or lend at a very Cheap rate money 
for building: we have not enough able to do 
sc. It might be quite possible, however, to 
find cna (like two of your correspondents) 
to provide for the erection of some dwellings 
of a very simple character, and not very 
permanent in structure, which might be vsed 
as temporary housing for a series of 
eccupants. Nor is it impossible to find sites 
good enough for such transitional dwellings, 
although unsuited for permanent settlement. 
If there are not enough derelict areas, why 
should we not, as one of your correspondents 
has suggested, use part of the Fheenix Park? 
If no other sites for temporary dwellings 
could be found, I would urge that the com- 
raunity ought to be willing to make tem- 
porary sacrifices of amenities. In Manchester 
during the war [ saw an entire and very 
beantiful park completely given up to 
soldiers’ huts. We shall never solve our 
housing problem until we realise that it is 
of. such magnitude as to require war measures. 
Let us declare war on the slums, be prepared 
for war sacrifices, and expunge from our 
dictionaries the word “ impossible.’"’—Yours,

WASHINGTON, Sunday. 

The following is the full text of Presi- 
dent Hoover's statement :— 

“The American Government proposes 
the postponement during one year of all 
payments of inter-Governmental debts, 
reparations aud relief debts, both prin- 
cipal and interest, of course not including 
obligations of Governments held by 
private parties. 

“Subject to the confirmation of Con- 
gress the American Government will post- 
pone all payments upon debts of foreign 
Governments to the American Government 
payable during the fiscal year beginning 
July 1st, conditional on a like postpone- 
ment for one year of all payments of 
inter-Governmental debts owing to the im- 
portant creditor Powers.

President Hoover's proposal cabled by 
Reuter for the postponement for a year of 
war debts and reparations, with the 
purpose of seeking a world economic re- 
covery, created a profound impression in 
Great Britain yesterday. 

The proposal was discussed on all sides 
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and the world by a beneficial effect on 
trade. In my view, when America feels 
the benefit of what she 1s doing she will 
find it very difficult I think to re-impose 
the repayment of the debt after the period 
of the proposed suspension.” 

Mr. Walter Runciman, M.P. :—“ It is 
the most hopeful s:atement which has 
been made by any ruler for the last ten 
years ”’ 3 

Sir Herbert Austin said—‘‘ I am con- 
fident from what I know of conditions on 
the Continent, particularly in German,', 
that the holding up the payment of War 
debt for a year will give a wonderful return 
of confidence in places where at the present 
time I know there is a great deal of 
anxiety. Of course, if my opinion were 
asked, I should say that one year is not 
sufficient; I should consider three years 
more effective, and the minimum that 
would be necessary in order to give time 
for the various countries concerned to 
recover normal conditions.”’ 

Mr. Arthur Hayday, M.P., Chairman of 
the Trades Union Congress—“ It is an ex- 
cellent move, which, if it were developed, 
would go far towards ending the present 
world economic Gepression. While the 
present proposal for postponement means 
that we should all have to face our burdens 
afresh at the end of twelve months, the 
proposal is, nevertheless, welcome, espe 
cially as it comes from America, and would 
be very helpful in the immediate circum 
stances. I believe that definite cancella- 
tion of debts and reparaticns, either in 
whole or in part, would benefit America as 
well as the debtor nations.”’ 

Mr. W. M. Citrine, Secretary of the 
Trades Union Congress, said—‘' The sus- 
pension of debts for one year will help to 
surmount the immediate difficulties, but I 
very much doubt whether at the end of a 
year the situation will be materially im- 
proved. Sooner or later an all-round re- 
duction or even the cancellation of War 
debts will have to be faced.”’ 


WORLD-WIDE SLUMP. 


Lord Rothermere—‘‘I do not want to 
strike a note of discouragement, but we 
should be deceiving ourselves if we thought 
that a temporary hold-up in the payment 
of war debts and reparations can remove 
the major evil of the world-wide slump 
in prices. The gigantic surpluses of wheat, 
wool, cotton, oil, rubber, copper, lead, 
sinc and tin existing at this moment have 
impoverished many tens of millious of 
producers throughout the world. ‘This 
perilous situation has been intensified by 
the economic war which Russia has de- 
clared upon civilisation by means of her 
Five-Year Plan and the deliberate dump- 
ing of goods at cut-throat prices, which she 
is carrying on for the purpose of smashing 
the markets and disorganising the interna! 
conditions of other countries. I cannot 
imagine that France will ever consent to 
make any concessions in the matter of 
reparations to Germany over and above 
the amount of those she herself receives 
from the United States.” “I fee] also,” 
added Lord Rothermere, “ that we. should 
not lose sight of another important fact— 
that Germany is practically free from 
internal debt, and that her industries 
entirely got rid of their debenture 
liabilities during the post-war collapse of 
the mark, so that any lightening of that 
country’s present burdens will almost 
inevitably im the effect of increasing 
the competition of German manufacturers 
against our own and those of the United 
States in the international markets of the 
world.”’ 

Sir Josiah Stamp—‘‘ From the Ameri- 
can aspect, of course, it is the very best 
they could do from the point of view of 
the reviva! of trade. From Germany’s 
point of view it is absolutely essential 
that they should get some relief within 
the next few months. Anything that 
benefits these two countries will benefit us, 
but we have got too many troubles of our 
own, independent of this, to pretend that 
this will do a miracle for us.”

The 
alleviation which would fall to Germany 
amounted to about £75,000,000 ; for out of 
the total sam which was due during the 
vear about £10,000,000 must be deducted 
for current interest obligations. 
In this connection it should be pointed 
out, Dr. Curtius remarked, that the pos- 
sibilities of a revision of the Young Plan 
were not affected by the yéar's 
moratorium. It was better to stop pay- 
ments at the wish of the creditors than 
against their wishes. — 
An important question for the further 
developments, the Foreign Minister 
pointed out, was, of course, the attitude 
of the other Powers to Mr. Hoover's pro- 
al. He assumed that Great Britain 
would shortly declare her agreement and 
would be followed by Italy. More 
problematical, however, at the moment 
was the attitude of France. France had 
to make sacrifices. She ought to receive 
from Germany £40,000,000 and to pay 
£20,000,000 in war debt ph tions, so 
that she would sufíer a loss of £20,000,000. 
Dr. Curtius, however, did not believe 
that France would refuse to agree to coi- 
lective action by America and Europe.

HE Polar submarine Nautilus, which, 
-with Sir Hubert Wilkins and a 
rty of scientists and explorers on 
beard, was damaged in heavy Atlantic 
gales during a voyage from New York 
to the North Pole, is expected to reach 
Queenstown shortly before noon to- 
morrow. 

At present the vessel, with the 
periscope missing and the surface lights 
washed away, is “ limping ” slowly but 
steadily towards the Irish coast, and at 
5 p.m. today was just over 150 miles 
from Queenstown, though then more than 
100 miles south of the track of Europe- 
bound liners. 

An unexpectéd spell of fair weather on 
the South-West coast of Ireland, however, 
is making the effort to reach port easier 
than was expected, and the speed of the 
craft, under her own power, has been 
increased from six to eight knots. 

The U.S. battleship end is still 
escorting the Nautilus, and, if necessary, 
will tow her to harbour. H.M.S. Tenedos 
and H.M.S. Sturdy, at present anchored 
at Queenstown. are also ready to lend « 


hand. 
DUTCH TUG HELPS. 


While communication with the Nautilus 
must of necessity be brief, it is under- 
stood that the damage to the engine and 
surface housing is so serious that con- 
siderable time must be spent in repairs 
and refitting. 

Arrangements have accordingly been 
made for the vessel to proceed, if neces- 
sary, at high water to Cork City itself 
for repairs.

THE POPE AND 
ITALY. 


PERSECUTION “ NOT IN 
RUSSIA ALONE.”

ROME, Saturday. 


After observing silence since the de- 
livery of the Italian Government's replv 
to his protest against the anti-clerical 
disturbances, the Pope this morning made 
an important pronounceinent on the sub- 
ject, at a reception of 700 members of the 
Congregation of the Propaganda Fide. 

““ Far from there being any attempt to 
restore tranqvility, and arrive at an 
agreement,’’ the Pope said, ‘‘ efforts had 
been made to keep the horizon a menacing 
one, and the suggestions whereby it was 
sought to minimise the gravity of the 
situation were false.’’ 

After alluding to his pleasure at seeinz 
such a large assemblage of his beloved 
sons, the Pontiff said that he knew that 
they expected to hear something definite 
from him regarding the unhappy situation 
in which the mc:t precious part of the 
Church—the very heart and the very 
pupils of the eves of the Pontiff—had 
been attacked. It was not in Mexico and 
Bolshevist Russia alone that the Church 
was being persecuted. So far from peace, 
or even negotiations looking to a possi- 
bility of peace, was the situation, that 
nine thousand units of the Fascist Party 
had been called out to keep watch over 
the youthful members of the Catholic 
Action Party, in order to prevent their 
meeting, even in silence. Bishops’ re- 
ported a hateful intensification of watch- 
ing and spying, and of continual threats, 
disturbing the life of the community. 

The Pope affirmed his trust in God to 
rescue them from the trials created bv 
men in whom he had hoped, but who had 
failed to keep their trust.

A revolution in land travel is promised 
if the invention of the German engineer, 
Herr Kruckenberg, is ever put to practical 
use. A ‘‘ Zeppelin on wheels,’’ which he 
has produced, covered the 160 miles 
between Hamburg and Spandau—just out- 
side Berlin—in ninety-six minutes, as 
compared with the three and a-half hours 
which the fastest train takes. The highest 
speed reached on this trial run was 140 
miles per hour attained on a long, straight 
stretch, and the time table was kept 
exactly. A commercial aeroplane that 
followed the train from Hamburg was 
behind most of the way. but caught the 
train up towards the end of the journey.

CROSS-CHANNEL! | 
GLIDE. 


HERR KRONFELD’S 
DOUBLE JOURNEY. 


WO men on Saturday evening left 
St. Inglevert Aerodrome, Boulogne- 
sur-Mer, on gliders, in an attempt to 
emulate Mr. Beardmore, the Londoner, 
who on Friday won for Britain the honour 
of being the first to cross the Channel] by 
lider—a feat which took a little over an 
our, says Reuter’s Correspondent. They 
were Herr Robert Kronfeld (Germany), 
with a Weim sailplane, and Herr Krause, 
with a Falke sailplane. 

Herr Kronfeld took the air just before 
six o'clock, and was towed up to a suitable 
height by a ’plane piloted by his colleague, 
Herr Weichelt. At ten minutes to seven 
the rope connecting him with Herr 
Weichelt’s ‘plane was cut, and the glider 
set out on its flight across the Channel. 


ARRIVAL NEAR DOVER. 

Herr Kronfeld was suffering greatly 
from the cold when he stepped out of his 
machine at Swingate, two miles east of 
Dover. He said that he was delighted 
to have achieved the distinction of being 
the first glider pilot to cross the Channel 
from France to England. ‘‘It took us 
three-quarters of an hour,” he said, ‘‘ to 
reach 10,000 feet, and I cast off from the 
aeroplane. My glider behaved admirably,. 
but when I was about half-way across the 
Channel I lost myself owing to very heavy 
banks of clouds. For some little time I 
had no idea where I was, and I thought 
it might end in a Channel swim instead 
of a Channel glide.”’ 


THE RETURN JOURNEY. 

Herr Robert’ Kronfeld arrived at 
St. Inglevert Aerodrome at 10.32 on 
Saturday evening on his return journey 
across the Channel on his Weim sail- 
plane. He left Swingate Aerodrome at 
9 o’clock. 

Herr Kronfeld, having made the 
journey in a single day, has thus won 
the prize of £1,000 offered by the Daily 
Mail. 

On landing at the aerodrome he was 
immediately surrounded by _ British 
journalists and persons prominent in the 
world of aviation. He stated that both 
crossings of the Channel had been effected 
in excellent conditions. The only thing 
which inconvenienced him on his return 
was the light from the setting sun. Herr 
Kronfeld appeared in excellent spirits. 
and, after being warmly congratulated, 
returned to his hotel. 


HERR KRAUSE FAILS. 

Herr Krause took off from St. Inglevert 
Aerodrome half an hour after Herr 
Kronfelt. He was twice obliged to land, 
and it was seven o'clock before he went 
up for the third time to make the cross- 
Channel attempt. The start was duly 
registered by officials of the French Aero 
Club, and by the head of the St. Inglevert 
Aerodrome. Herr Krause’s third attempt 
was no mere successful than his previous 
efforts. The glider flew for some time. 
but was forced to land on the French 
coast. 


LATE NEWS.

DAIL AND MAYO 
COUNCIL. 


Last Wednesday the action of one of its 
supporters in the Dail and the intervention 
of the Republicans seemed to have placed 
Mr. Cosgrave’s Government in a position of 
some danger, remarks The Times to-day 
editorially. Mr. Michael Davis, a Govern- 
ment deputy, and Chairman of the party 
known as Cumann na nGaedheal, moved 
that the second reading of the new Local 
Government Bill should be refused until 
Geeral Mulcahy, the Minister for Local 
Government, restored the Mavo County 
Council. The Minister dissolved this body 
on New Year's Day on account of the 
refusal of a majority of its members to 
appoint a Protestant woman to be county 
librarian, theugh her candidature had 
been approved by a selection board com- 
posed entirely of Roman Catholics, and 
had been supported by the Local Appoint- 
ments Commission. 

Although the Republican Party have 
occasionally paid lip-service to the prin- 
ciples of religious toleration, they, none 
the less, took up the cudgels for the Mayo 
County Council and attacked not only the 
‘horrid arbitrariness’ of the Minister, 
but also the appointment of a Protestant 
to a post in a Roman Catholic country. 
Mr. de Valera himself, though he denied 
that the question had been raised in order 
to discriminate against the minority, vet 
maintained that the people of Mavs, who 
were almost entirely Roman Catholic, had 
a right to oppose the appointment of a 
Protestant librarian. His language cannot 
fail to give the impression that, if he 
should win the next general election, 
Protestants may be promised equality of 
opportunity, but are likely to be effectively 
debarred from public service in the Irish 
Free State. 


THE GOVERNMENT'S AUTHORITY. 

Fortunately for the reputation of 
Ireland, the motion was defeated, although 
it was supported by the Labour Party as 
well as by the Republicans. The Farmers’ 
Party and the Independents voted with 
the Government, and Mr. Cosgrave 
obtained a satisfactory majority on the 
division. He appears, indeed, to have 
strengthened his position. 

Apart from the main issue of religious 
tolerance, the administrative authority of 
his Government was called in question by 
the motion. On several previous occa- 
sions he and his colleagues have been 
compelled to dissolve public bodies for 
the abuse of their powers, or for their 
neglect of the public interest. The 
refusal of the Mayo County Council to 
accept a librarian appointed by the 
Appointments Commission was itself 
ultra vires, and was supported officially 
or unofficially by arguments that showed 
a singular ignorance of Irish law, besides 
being an insult to the Protestant com- 
munity. 

It was punished by the dissolution of 
the offending body and by the appoint- 
ment of a State Commissioner in their 
stead. If Mr. Davis's motion had been 
carried many of the public bodies which 
have been suppressed or corrected by the 
Government of the Irish Free State might 
well have hoped to persuade the Dail to 
revise its former decisions, regardless of 
the administrative confusion which re- 
vision would have provoked.

FRESH OUTBREAKS 
IN ENGLAND. 


360 ANIMALS KILLED IN 
COUNTY DOWN. 


— 


IS: Free State Department of Agri- 
culture were officially informed yes- 
terday “by the British Ministry of 
Agriculture and Fisheries that an outbreak 
of foot-and-mouth disease has been con- 
firmed at Cowpen, Bewley, near Stock ton- 
on-Tees, Durham. The usual precautions 
have been taken by the British Ministry 
to prevent the spread of the disease, and 
that Ministry has made an Order, with 
immediate effect, prohibiting the move- 
ment of animals over a wide area sur- 
rounding the infected place. 

The Free State Department’s veterinary 
inspecturs are engaged on the work of 
tracing and examining animals on Free 
State farms from which animals were 
recently shipped to Great Britain. So 
far all the animals have been found 
healthy. 


OUTBREAKS NEAR 
CARLISLE. 


Two outbreaks of foot-and-mouth disease 
were notified on farms within two miles 
of Carlisle yesterday, says a Press Associa- 
tion telegram. Altogether fifteen Irish 
cattle are involved. 

‘They formed part of one consignment 
which reached the cattle market at Carlisle 
from Ireland via Ayr on June 135th. 


THE RESTRICTIONS. 


HOW THE EXPORT TRADE IS 
ALFECTLD., 
From Our AGRICULTURAL CORRESPONDENT. 

Except in a general way, the com- 
mercial significance of the British stand- 
still order with regard to the movement 
of cattle in Great Britain is extremely 
hard to estimate. Though an exceedingly 
drastic measure, its necessity 1s apparent 
in the case of animals which may, throazh 
contact, have carried foot-and-mouth 
disease to widely scattered areas of the 
country. 

Since the disease has been found among 
cattle shipped from Northern Ireland, a 
large area at the source of infection will 
necessarily come .under suspicion, and 
until every beast from that region, in 
addition to ‘‘contacts,’’ has been traced, 
the veterinary authorities cannot cease to 
relax their vigilance. 

As a result of the extension of the 
disease in Great Britain, the early re- 
opening of British ports to Irish cattle 
is not likely. As a matter of fact, large 
numbers of stock from Ireland are now 
detained at cross-Channe] ports, and, if 
the shipping trade was resumed, there 
would be some difficulty in finding the 
required accommodation for fresh stock. 


DUBLIN MARKET HARD HIT, 


It is now probable, though no case of 
the disease has been found in the Irish 
Free State, that, so far as the export trade 
is concerned, .Dublin Cattle Market will 
again be out of the picture next Thursday, 
and cattle traders will suffer a heavy loss. 
It could, of course, be much worse if their 
stock had to be destroyed because of being 
diseased or “ in cor:tact.’’ 

It is not expected that the general upset 
due to this outbreak will interfere with 
the holding of the Munster Agricultural 
Society's Show in Cork this week, but it 
may be different in the case of the shows 
in the North of Ireland. 

The effect of ti.c restrictions has already 
been felt at those fairs which exporters 
largely attend. Such buyers cannot 
operate while the embargo is in force, and 
farmers in need of money cannot sell as 
much as they would like, even at small 
prices. Where they can afford to put 
their stock into better condition for the 
butcher this check to the trade in stores 
may be all to the good, but the number 
of farmers thus circumstanced is unfortu- 
nately, not very large. If it were, the 
abattoirs established in different parts of 
the country would be doing better busi- 
ness.

TOTAL CASES NUMBER TEN. 


An official statement, issued last night 
by the Northern Ministry of Agriculture, 
says:—The total of confirmed cases is now 
ten. The new cases are within the exist- 
ing scheduled area, and adjacent to the 
original outbreak. Except as stated, no 
further cases of the disease have been 
found. 

The statement emphasises the restric- 
tions already published cn the movement 
of animals, and adds:—The Ministry will, 
at the earliest possible moment, be pre- 
pared to consider applications for licences 
to move fat cattle from Co. Down; outside 
the scheduled area, to Belfast for imme- 
diate slaughter. Persons who desire to 
obtain such licences should communicate 
with the Ministry’s temporary office at 
Franklin Buildings, Ormeau avenue, Bel- 
fast.

Up to the present, in connection with 
the outbreaks, approximately 120 cattle 
and 240 sheep have been slaughtered, and 
compensation on the basis of full value of 
the animals, as agreed between the owners 
and an independent valuer, will be paid.

Did anyone think that the British authorities 
would accept such certificates from Holland 
or Belgiun: or any other country outside the 
Britisn Commonwealth ’ Experience had 
shown that they would not; and that was 
only one of the advantages which the Kee 
State got as a member of that Common- 
weaitn. 

“If you had an independent, separate 

Republic here,” said Mr. Blythe, '' there 
would be nothing to prevent the British 
Government from trea that Republic as 
roughly as they chose.” At present the Free 
State had the same status as Canada, South 
Africa, Australia, and New Zealand, and any 
interference with the rights of the Free State 
would be a thmeat to these countries, which 
they would resent. 
All the talk of Fianna Fail about having 
another round with England was simply a 
refusa: to pay any attention to the 
consequences. They in the Free State. 
must remember that Britain was their 
best customer, and if the Fianna Fail Party 
had at any time been prepared to look at 
things, reasonably and to behave in a spirit 
of responsibility the country would be much 
better off than it was. 

‘If anyone wants to fight England here,” 
said the Minister, “there is only one thing 
he has to do—to get the majority of the 
irish people behind him, and then he will 
get the resources of the whole people in his 
support. A big political party like Fianna 
Fail ought to say that these so-called hbatta- 
lions and ” igades which are supposed to be 
assembling at Bodenstown to-day have uo 
right to call themselves: battalions or 
brigades.”” They had no room for such things 
in this country, he added, and they should 
be looked upon as a danger to the ce and 
a menace to the liberties of the people. 


CONSTRUCTIVE RECORD. 


“We have, I claim, a record of construc- 
tion that few other countries in the world 
can come near,” he said. “If we see a job 
to be done we get it done as quickly as pos- 
sible." He instanced the work of the Govern- 
ment in connection with housing, drainage, 
the Shannon scheme, and creamery re- 
organisation. These were the things actually 
accomplished, and they were pursuing other 
policies for the advancement and progress of 
the people and the country.”

MR. DE VALERA’S TILT AT

People generally emigrated only if they 
could not find a living at home. They would 
find that since the Free State Government 
took office that in the twenty-six counties 
they had lost a quarter of a million people 
These were the flower of the population 
Their education was paid for by the country, | 
and the loss amounted in money to opr 
£300,000. If they had a population of 
seventeen million they would not be as 
densely populated as Belgium, and the soil of 
Ireland was rich and better able to maintai» 
its people than the soil of Belgium. [If the 
present policy was continued an imcrease .n 
population would make it more difficult for 
those left in the island to get a living. 


SYSTEM AT FAULT. 


That was the fault of the system The 
population during the office of the Free State 
Government was reduced by a quarter of a 
million, tillage by 230,000 acres, and cattle 
by 239,292 head. Was that a record to be 
proud of? The Government had eight years 
to carry out their policy, and had 

250,000,000 of the people’s money with 
which to carry it out, yet they had not in- 
creased the population, the tillage and pro- 
ductions, nor had they provided houses for 
the people. 

Proceeding Mr. de Valera said that in Co. 
Kildare 142,440 acres were in the hands of 
443 people. At the present rate of distribu- 
tion all the people would be in their graves 
before the land was divided. In Meath five 
per cent. of the people held forty-one per 
cent. of the land. 

It was said that Fianna Fail objected to 
the Shannon Scheme.

MR. S. O’KELLY AND VITAL

MR. SEAN LEMASS ON 
| ‘HOUSING. 


“There is no town in this State that could 
not have a factory, big or small, in operation 
and giving employment,” said Mr. Sean 
Lemass, T.D., when he addressed a meeting 
at Newbridge in support of Mr. T. Harris, 
Fianna Fail. 

Goods, the production of which would give 
employment to about 30,000 men, were bei 
imported into the country. There was no 
reason =e those articles could not be pro 
duced in Ireland, where they had the raw 
materials and the skilled labour required. 

He pointed out that the Census of 1926 
showed that there were 1,500 houses required 
to accommodate the people of the State. 
There was no reason why there should be a 
scarcity of houses. They had the materials 
and the labour, and all they wanted was the 
proper men at the head of affairs to’ direct 
the men in the erection of those houses. The 
provision of houses should not be the concern 
of private individuals or local authorities, 
but it should be the concern of a central 
body financed by the Executive Council. 
Fianna Fail's policy was to have a scheme 
for the provision of the 15,000 houses re- 
quired in ten years. Such a scheme would 
reduce the unemployment list considerably 
by removing from it a large number of 
skilled operatives. They had im the suí 
all the raw materials necessary for the build- 
ing of the houses, except wood, and the use 
of these would also give employment to men. 
It was useless to argue that the raw materfals 
were not available in this country, when re- 
cently the Glasgow Council refused to use 
other than 'Fipperary slates for the roofing 
of their houses, and the surveyor of that 
city had described those slates as the best 
roofing material available in the world. 


LABOUR PARTY'S 
POLICY. 


MR. T. J. O°CONNELL ON 
PARTY FEUDS. 


Speaking at Clogherinkoe, Mr. T. J. 
O’Connell, T.D., described as “unadulterated 
bluff ' the threat of a general election if the 
Cumann na nGaedheal candidate were de 
feated. It was only the usual attempt. to 
secure the votes of those who were led to 
believe that the maintenance of the State 
depended on keeping the present Govrnment 
in power. 

This election would not decide the fate of 
the Government. It would, however, decide 
whether or net the workers of Kildare were 
to be denied the representation which 
they had in the Dail since 1922. Neither 
Fianna Fail nor Cumann na nGaedheal had 
attempted to show why Labour should be 
deprived of this representation. At every 
meeting he addressed since the campaign 
opened he had challenged both parties to say 
what was wrong with Labour’s programme. 
He was still waiting for an answer. Neither 
party could, or would, say that Mr. Norton 
was not a splendid type of representative. 
Why, then, the anxiety to prevent Mr. 
Norton’s election ? The explanation was that 
both parties had merely chosen Kildare as a 
cockpit in which to fight out their ancient 


fends, and the people of Kildare should resent 
I 


being used as pawns in this despicable game. 

The return of the Labour candidate in this 
election would be a clear warning to both 
parties that such problems as unemployment, 
housing, agricultural and industrial develop 
ment, amd social reform were of much greater 
importance te the country at the present time 
than our external relations with England ort 
cther countries. A Labour Government would 
turn their attention to the reorganisation of 
essential industries, the development of agri- 
culture, the solution of the housing and un 
employment, problems. They would tackle 
these im a i we and drastic way. ‘They did 
not believe in merely pointing out the faults 
of the other parties—they showed how thev 
would remedy them. They would maintain 
and enhance the credit of the country by 
ensuring its stability and imtegnty. ‘They 
vould allow the fullest. freedom of opinion te 
everyone, so long as that opinion was ex- 
pressed ‘n a peaceable manner; but they would 
set their taces firmly and determinedly 
against socres armies or organisations which 
sought tc impose their views on the people by 
aimed force or threats ot violence. The Labour 
Party stood for peace; they were opposed to 
war in ali its forms. 


SENATOR JOHNSON. 
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Senator Johnson, speaking at a Labour 


meeting held at Prosperous, said that the 
purpose of the election was being represented 
as a struggle for supremacy between Fianna 
Fáil and Cumann na nGaedheal: the fact« 
were different. Since 1922 the wage-earners 
of the constituency had been represented 
direetly by a Labour member in the Dail. In 
this by-election they were asked by both the 
other parties to put in a farmer to represent 
them. The mentality of both Conlon and 
Harris on social and economic questions in 
their practical application was identical. They 
were both farmers, and in their administrative 
work on the local councils they had shown 
where their sympathies lay. 

The Government had done their part to 
force down wages: they fixed. a low standard 
for men on road work, paid for out of special 
grants, in the hope that the regular rate of 
council employés would be forced down also. 
When the wages on public work had been 
brought down, private employers could use 
that new low rate to bring down wages in 
general. Since that was the Government’s 
policy, so it was the policy of the Fianna 
Fail candidate, Mr. Harris. His statements 
and his votes are on record. Farm labourers 
had been forced to accept low wages. 

During the war, from 1915 to 1920, agricul- 
tural prices rose rapidly until they reached 
200 per cent, above the pre-war level. Wages 
followed very slowly, but immediately prices 
began to fall in 1921 Kildare farmers 


demanded a ent of 10s. a week, and. in fact, 


after a long strugcle, forced the workers into 
a settlement which meant a cut of 9s. a 
week. It was in these circumstances that 
Mr. Harris took the first opportunity to 
propose that Council workers on the roads 
should have their wages cut to the level 
that the farm labourers had been compelled 
to accept. ‘This was the evidence that Harris 
was of the same mentality on wages ques- 
tions as Conlan.

SPECIAL TRAINS FROM 
DUBLIN CANCELLED.

Kildare, and, although at times there was 
considerable excitement, the day passed off 
without serious incident. E 

Special trains which had been advertised to 
carry Republicans from Dublin, Cork and 
other places were cancelled overmight by the 
authorities, but the Republicans secured a 
fleet of omnibuses to take them to Sallins. 

In the morning the Army and the Govern- 
ment celebrated the anniversary with a mili- 
tary review of all arms. In the afternoon 
the Republican party also had a ceremony, in 
which the Fianna Fail party joined. 


AN ARREST AND A RESCUE. 


At Sallins the Republicans had hired a 
field, where marquees were erected to cater 
for their followers. Arriving there they were 
informed that the authorities had taken pos- 
session of the place and would not allow an 
assembly to take place there. There was 
some excitement for a time, and when the 
procession moved off it was again inter- 
rupted, owing to the use of military words 
of command. There was a short scuffle at the 
head of it in which a man was arrested. He 
was immediately rescued. 

The procession then went on to Bodenstown 
Graveyard, where a similar incident occurred. 
A man was arrested and rescued, and Civic 
Guard Superintendent N. J. Murphy was 
struck by a man with gis fist. Three constables 
and a sergeant, who were with the super- 
imtendent, drew their batons, but a priest 
interfered, and the excitement died down. 

During the scene a platoon of soldiers in 
metal helmets, and armed with rifles, had 
taken up positions on the other side of a 
wall surrounding the graveyard. They did 
not interfere in the proceedmgs within the 
field, and the crowd gave their attention to 
a speech delivered at Tone’s graveside. It 
was learned later that two men had been 
arrested, but that one had escaped. 

At the conclusion of all the ceremonies 
the crowds quietly dispersed. 


THE MILITARY CELEBRATIONS. 


At one o'clock in the afternoon Mr. 
Desmond Fitzgerald, Minister for Defence, on 
behalf of the officers and men of the National 
Army, placed a large cross of flowers on 
Wolfe Tone’s grave. The Minister was at- 
tended by Major-General Brennan, Colonel 
O'Higgins, Colonel O'Carroll, and Colonel 
McLaughlin. 

A platoon of cadets fired a salute of three 
volleys, and, while military buglers sounded 
the “ Last Post,’’ three aeroplanes flew over 
the graveyard.

MILITARY ON DUTY AT 
KINGSBRIDGE. 


“ All special trains to Sallins to-day are 
eancelled. By Order.” This notice dtsplayed 
on the closed entrance doors to the departure 
platform at Kingsbridge Terminus, Dublin, 
yesterday was the first intimation to hundreds 
of people that the special trains engaged to 
be run to Sallins in connection with the 
annual Wolfe Tone commemoration pilgrimage 
at Bodenstown were cancelled. 

In the vicmty of the Kingsbridge was 
stationed a large force of the Civic Guard. 
All gates to the station were closed, and 
there was in attendance a force of armed 
military on the departure platform and also 
on the arrival platform. 

Outside the station there were thirty L.0.C. 
"buses, which took on board numbers of 
people with railway tickets and conveyed 
them by road to Bodenstown. 

Meantime, at the departure platform at 
Kingsbridge there were drawn up about 100 
carriages, which had been got ready to take 
the 2,400 passengers who were expected to 
travel to Salhins. A number of the carriages 
were occupied by police. 

It appears that the cancellation of the 
trains was brought about as a result of con- 
ferences between the Civic Guard authorities 
and the Government. 

When asked for his opinion on the matter, 


Mr. Ernest Blythe, Vice-President of the 
Executive Council, drew attention to the pub- 
lished announcement that it was intended to 
have a big military display. 

“The Government,” he added, “ are not 
going to allow that sort of thing, and steps 
were taken to prevent it. Matters were made 
easy by #opping the trains and not allowing

‘“ The position of the Government definitely 
is,’ he said, “ that it is not going to allow 
any body to work themselvestinto the position 
of a second Army under any pretext whatever.

A MEMORABLE ASCOT. 


CAMERONIAN’S PROSPECTS OF THE 
TRIPLE CROWN. 


—_e--— 


From Ovr TRAVELLING CORRESPONDENT. 
LONDON, Sunday Night. 
T was a memorable Ascot in more ways 
| than one which ended last Friday. 1 
make no apology for returning again to 
the subject of the success of the totalisator. 
The total sum which passed through the 
machine in four days—£227,711 4s.—exceeded 
all anticipations, and has given the opposition 
something to think of. ‘The totalisator was 
on trial at Ascot, and its whole future in 
England depended on success at the Royal 
heath. The totalisator has had a rough 
passage—what great innovation has not — 
mistakes have been made, and they have been 
costly. ‘Those mistakes gave the opposition 
fresh hope that they would eventually destroy 
it, and they rallied their forces and have 
spared nothing to endeavour to discredit it in 
the eyes of the public. 
A TRIUMPH FOR THE TOTE. 

Ascot was its greatest effort. Had the 
machinery broken down there. or had the 
public shown a reluctance to make their in- 
vestments in the machine, then I think it 
would have been doomed. But nothing of the 
kind has happened. ‘The machinery moved 
as precisely as that of a high-powered car. 
The public rolled up with nearly a quarter of 
, & million of money, and the muchi-abused 
Racecourse Betting Control Board has justified 
itself. It may be some time before any profits 
ere available for distribution for the benefit 
of racing, for the interest on the capital ex- 
penditure is very large, but the totalisator has 
already benefited racing. It has attracted a 
new public, and, for the first time in the 
history of racing, bookmakers have been com- 
pelled to bet fair prices at Ascot. 

Had there been no totalisator we should 
never have seen such prices as Cameronian 
8 to 15, Lemnarchus evens, Orpen 8 to 11, 
Brown Jack 8 to 11, not to speak of other 
odds that were in favour of the backer. The 
bookmakers, who always anticipate winning 
at Ascot, have been heavy losers on the week. 
‘Really, they should be grateful for the 
totalisator. Had the two hundred and odd 
thousand pounds that were betted with the 
machine been beited with them they would 
have lost still more. 

GOOD THREE-YEAR-OLDS. 

Early in the season the assertion was 
made here that the three-veur-olds were well 
above the average. The important events at 
the meeting have proved thet this is the 
case. It has greatly impressed many people 
that nine of the horses who took part in the 
Derby, including the first, second and third, 
won their races. <A trainer, who had a classic 
winner last vear, expressed to me the opinion 
that the Derby wirner, Cameronian, is a stone 
better than the three-year-olds cf last year 
Ea Is to say that at abeut a mile and a 

uarter Mr. Dewar’s colt would beat Sinza- 

ore at evens. I should not be surprised if 
™ would. 


Singapore in the Gold Cup showed himself 
to be just about the equal of Trimdon, who is 
nothing more than » high class handicapper. 
In a strongly-run race Brown Jack would 
probably have won the Gold Cup, and. great 
as Brown Jack is, one hesitates to put him in 
the best classic ranks. 

Everyone is agreed that Cameronian is the 
best Derby winner we have had for many 
years. Everything he has done, he has dene 
magnificently, He was not expected to win 
the Guineas by his trainer. for he had not 
given him a gallop for a week before the race. 
and it was only after he had wen the first 
of the classics so easily that Darling really 
knew the manner of colt he had to deal with. 
Will he earn immortality now and win the 
St. Leger? 

THE TRIPLE CROWN! 

It is nearly thirty years ago since any colt 
won all three class ce races. but I see no rea- 
gon why Cameronian should not ao so. The 

reponderance of St. Simon and Hampton 
slood in his perfectly balanced pcdicree srg- 
gest that he has stamina, and he finished in 
the Derby as if he could have gone another 
quarter of a mile easily. <All the other Derby 
horses won their races at Ascot as eas‘ly as 
he won his at Ensom, but. all the same. Í can- 
not see any of them making greater improve- 
ment than will make hetween Asecct and 
Doncaster. Cameronion is to miss Goodwood, 
and in this Fred Darling is following a prin- 
ciple laid down by the great John Porter. that 


he 


a classic horse who has won at Ascot cannot 
ve trained for Goodwood and kept keyed up 
until Doncaster. His St. Lege: horses never 
van at Goodwood, 

Pomme d'Api is suggested as a likely St. 
Leger horse. It is true that Mr. KR. C. 
Dawson was greatly disappointed that he did 
not do better in the Derby, but when this 
trainer galloped him with Ut Majeur before 
Kpsom he did not anticipate that the Aga 
Khan's four-year-old would run so badly in 
the Gold Cup as he did. Pomme d'Api goes 
to Paris for the Grand Prix this day week, 
and that race will tell us more about him. 
There are some good three-yeartolds in 
France, especially the French Derby winner, 
Tourbillon, who will be a formidable rival for 
Pomme d’Api, as well as the winner of our 
Oaks, Brulette, whom Childs rides in Paris 
on Sunday next. That race should be very 
interesting, and should give us a good line 
to the aoa of the English and the French 
three-vear-old form, Brulette, in the Oaks, 
showed herself greatly superior to our fillies 
in staying powers, and Ascot suggested that 
all our fillies are non-stayers, and are a long 
way behind the colts. 

THE TWO-YEAR-OLDOS. 

There was one spot in which a very notable 
Ascot was weak. At that meeting we always 
find a number of good two-year-olds, who 
shape like classic winners in the following 
season. Last week there was only one whom 
one could definitely say looked a classic horse. 
This was Lord Woolavington’s Cockpen. 
Splendid-looking colt as he is, one 18 inclined 
to jib at his breeding. by Buchan out of the 
jady Margeritta, for Buchan, who has been 
a few years at the stud now, has not been 
prolific in producing classic winners. The 
Golden Hair colt by Gainshorough, who was 
bred by Lord Furness, is an attractive indivi- 
dual, but we shall have to see more of him 
before placing him in the front rank, and 
neither Spenser, who won the New Stakes, 
nor Taj Kasra and Rolling Rock, who dead- 
heated for the Windsor Castle, did enough 
to put them in the best class. 

AT WINDSOR. 

Sir Alfred Butt will remember Windsor, 
and Frank Butters, who has done remarkably 
well in his first season as a public trainer, 
won three races for him. The Nimble Plate 
was the first, and Straight Sequence, who 
was carrving a penalty, won in nice style 
from Mr. Austin’s Billy Button, a legg 
gelding by Dawson City. The third place 
went to Lady Phalaris, a likeable filly by 
Phalaris. She could not keep up her good 
initial speed, and it is more than probable 
she will do better when her full strength has 
heen develoned., 

Straight Sequence, who has now won three 
races and been acccnd twice, was bought as 
a yearling from Mr. J. W. A. Harris for 
only 280 guineas. and the daughter of Strat- 
ford and L.ttle Fiutter has proved a great 
bargain. 

Sir Alfred Butt’s other two winnere were 
the four year-old, Whopee and Lord Bill. 
The race for the Royal June Handicap was 
a very exciting one, and Whoopee had to 
contend with Ardglass, Peace Pact and Pic- 
toralas. and in a finish of necks Whoopee did 
the trick. This was his second success this 
season, 

LORD BILL’S FIFTH. 

Lord Bil lhad a serious contender in Witch 
Doctor for the Clarence Stakes, but the 
former asserted his superiority cleverly. Ye 
was ridden by J. Childs, who came out two 
furlongs from home, and did not allow him- 
self to he tricked bv Harry Wragg, who 
was waiting on Lord Bill's heels. Lord Bill 
has won five times in six efforts this season. 

Sir Victor Sassoon gave 1,000 guineas for 
Eve at the December Sales. and she won 
the Forest Handicap cleverly. She is a 
leggy dauchter of Pommern and Sonatina 
by Son-in-Law, and will improve. With 
such a pedigree she must make a valuable 
brood mare.

SOME INVESTMENT SUGGESTIONS.

It is not yet possible to report a material 
increase in the volume of Stock Exchange 
business, and last week's record would have 
been comparatively uninteresting, had it not 
been for the somewhat excited dealings in 
Woolworth shares, both before and after the 
issue of the allotment letters. Yet, taking a 
comprehensive view, prospects have improved. 
There had been considerable uneasiness re- 
garding the position created by the difficulties 
of the Credit-Anstalt, Austria’s largest com- 
mercial bank. It is considered in the City 
that had not the Bank of England come to the 
rescue, and enabled the authorities to carry 
out their guarantee of the foreign obligations 
of this institution, a financial crash of first- 
class magaitude might have resulted. In 
Germany, too, the position has improved. 
The country has survived a political crisis, 
and apparently the flight of capital has been 
arrested, though the exchange ig still some- 
what erratic. 


BRAZILIAN BONDS. 

Reports regarding Brazil are more encourag- 
ing, though it must be confessed that there is 
not yet confidence in the ability of the 
country to avoid something in the nature of 
a moratorium. Still, the coffee realisation 
scheme is operating according to plan, the 
figures of special taxation, etc., having 
so far fulfilled expectations, and the hope can 
be expressed that as the Government appears 
to be adopting the various recommendations 
of the British financial expert, Sir Otto Nie- 
meyer, the country will successfully emerge 
from its difficulties. Because of this possi- 
bility, Brazilian Bonds offer plenty of scope 
for appreciation, for they are still quoted on 
exceptionally high-yield basis. The 64 per 
cent. of 1927, for instance, has lately been 
dealt in at under 56, at which figure the 
return is nearly 11§ per cent. without allowing 
for redemnption and six months’ interest due 
on October 15, next. 


AUSTRALIAN EFFORT. 

The fact that Australia is shipping 
£5,000,000 of gold to this country in order to 
pay off a like amount of Treasury Bills 
alling due on June 30, may be regarded 4s 
an earnest of the Government’s determination 
to effect an improvement in the economic 
situation. The outlook in this respect is 
certainly more promising now. The labour 
caucus has agreed to the plan for the 
rehabilitation of the finances, and a some- 
what drastic scheme has been carried for a 
reduction of salaries and wages of Govern- 
ment and other officials. In the circumstances 
it is rather surprising that the Stocks securi- 
ties have not recovered more. As in the case 
of Brazilian Bonds, currert prices afford 
exceptionally high yields, but, unlike Brazi- 
lian issues, Australian Stocks are trustee “in- 
vestments, and a considerable amount of 
English capital is invested in them, They 
represent one of four groups which at pre- 
sent give plenty of scope for capital appre- 
ciation. The others are Brazilian Govern- 
ment Bonds, Argentine Rails and Home Rail- 
way Ordinary Stocks. It is possible that 
before prices in these groups recover sub- 
stantially thre will be a further fall, but it 
is reasonably certain that those who have the 
courage to buv now will ultimately reap « 
substantial profit. 


DEBT CONVERSION. 

Most people with spare capital, however. 
are anparently content to place it in safety- 
first Stocks. and especially British Govern- 
ment and Municipal issues, even though the 
returns afforded range from 4} to 44 p.c. 
only. In this section the future is likely to 
see a further appreciation, for there is no 
sign of a revival in trade such as would 
civert money from the Stock Exchange to in- 
dustry and commerce, while the supply of 
credit has been snbstantially increased hy 
the recent heavy influx of gold and the offer 
of foreign funds in this market. The pros- 
pects of a successful operation for the con- 
version of 5 p.c. War Loan, therefore, are 
now brighter, and there is little doubt that 
if this could be arranged a still better mar- 
ket for gilt-edged securities would be wit- 
nessed, while the circumstance might con- 
tribute to a restoration of public confidence, 
which at present is so much needed. 


ATTITUDE OF HOLDERS. 

Possiblv, the.Government will make an at- 
tempt’ when uncertainty regarding political 
and economic conditions in Central ote ty 
has entirely disappeared. This should not he 
regarded as a reason for selling 5 p.c. War 
Loan, which is still a very attractive in- 
vestment, and at least holders should await 
the terms of any conversion scheme that 
may he formulated. For one thing it would 
he difficult, if not impossible. to renlace the 
Stock by one equally good from the stand- 
point of safety and vield, and after all any 
conversion scheme will he voluntary on the 
part of holders of War Fives. 


SOUND DEBENTURE STOCKS. 


There are a good many people who want 
an investment that is not likely to depreciate 
and upon which the return is more than can 
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be obtained from gilt-edged Stocks. It may 
be useful, therefore, to direct attention to a 
few miscellaneous Debenture issues that are 
obtainable on favourable terms. The yield 
afforded by the cream of such securities is 
less than $ per cent. Gas, Light and Coke 
44 per cent. Debenture, for instance, gives 
no more than 4§ per cent., and less than 43 
per cent. is returned by London Power 5 per 
cent. Debenture, the latter being quoted at 
well oyer par. On General Electric 5 per 
cent. Debenture the figure is only per 
cent., and such a Stock as British Port- 
land Cement 5 per cent. Debenture com- 
mands 3 premium, thus returning less than 
4L per cent. On Wiggins Teape 5} per cent. 
Debenture, however, a yield of 54 per cent. 
is indicated at the current price of 104. Ac- 
cording to the last report, the available re- 
venue covered the interest fully three times, 
while on the last occasion 10 per cent. was 
paid on ‘the Ordinary Shares, and £53,456 
was carried forward. : 


OTHER SUGGESTIONS. 

Since the British Aluminium 5 per cent. 
Debenture Stock was issued the security nas 
been a poor market owing to the extent to 
which the Stock was applied for by “ stags.’’ 
It is now obtainable at 963, thus showing a 
return of £5 3s. per cent., while in this case 
also the interest is well covered. A similar 
return is afforded by Mashonaland Railway 
5 per cent. Debenture at 994, the security in 
this case being guaranteed by the British 
South Africa Co. Grand Trunk Western 
Railway 4 per cent. Bonds are quoted at 
about 84, thus returning £4 17s. per cent. 
flat, but on redemption in 1950 the figure is 
increased to 54 per cent. This security is a 
tax-saver on a moderate scale, for the differ- 
ence in the two yields is free of tax, as it re- 
presents capital appreciation, and it is equal 
to about +4 per cent. gross, thus increasing 
the full return to over 5§ per cent. 


SATISFACTORY YIELDS. 

If a very high return is wanted on a De- 
benture Stock, Gordon Hotels 6 er cent. 
may be mentioned. The present price is be- 
low 90, but at that figure the return is 6% per 
cent. An excellent industrial issue is Dunlop 
4 per cent. First Debenture Stock, which, at 
104, a price including practically a half-year’s 
interest, the yield is fully 58 per cent. Some 
Brewery Debenture Stocks are also worth 
notice. Newcastle 4 per cent. “ A,” for 
instance, could probably be purchased at 66, 
thus yielding 6 per cent., while Manchester 
Brewery 54 per cent. Debenture, guaranteed 
by Walker and Homfrays, Limited, stand 
at 102, or on a 5j per cent. yield basis. 


INDUSTRIAL PREFERENCES. 
Various well secured Preference Shares 
may appeal to the investor who wants a fair 
return with reasonable safety. Four such 
issues, it may be suggested, could be com- 
bined. There are Harrods 7} per cent., In- 
ternational Tea 7 per cent., Lancashire Elec- 
tric 7 per cent., and Whitworth and Mitchell 
6 per cent. The returns on these range from 
a few pence under 5} per cent. in the case 
of the gon Áir Electric Shares to £5 18s. 
6d. per cent. on Whitworth and Mitchell, 
while the average figure is almost exactly 
5% per cent. Some of the best Preference 
Shares give less than 5 per cent., such as 
Midland Counties 6 per cent., quoted at 
nearly 25s.; County of London Electric 6 per 
cent., standing at 25s. 6d., and Scottish 
Power 6 per cent., at 24s. 6d. In compart- 
son, the return of 64 per cent. obtainable on 
Ferranti 7 per cent. Cumulative Preference 
looks high. This company has a good re- 
cord, and its business should expand with 
the prospective development of electricity. 


A WELL COVERED ISSUE. 

Another high-yielding share is Baker 
Perkins 7 per cent. This is an engineering 
undertaking, the trading profits of which 
have risen from £67,733 in 1924 to £142,573 
in 1929. The report for 1930 will be issued 
shortly. There are 420,000 of these shares, 
and the profit on the last occasion covered 
the interest nearly five times. They are 
quoted at 20s. 9d., thus yielding practically 
63 per cent. Dividends are payable in April 
and October. 


THE OUTLOOK: 

Mainly for reasons mentioned above, the 
Stock Market is now. brighter. A further 
appreciation in Gilt-Edged Securities appears 
to be in prospect, and uneasiness regarding 
conditions in Central Europe has been 
allayed, while important countries such as 
Brazil and Australia, which have suffered 
very greatly from the world economic de- 
pression, appear to have turned the corner. 
As yet there are no indications of an 1m- 
provement in trade, and most annual reports 
of industrial and trade companies show 
heavy decreases in profits and announce re- 
duced dividends, some undertakings being 
unable to pay anything, either on the Ordi- 
nary or Papference capital. But there are 
others that are doing comparatively well, 
having regard to the adverse factors that 
have to be faced—as witness the profit state- 


ments of the Stanton Iron Works and the 
Tredegar Coal and Iron Co.

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LIVERPOOL MEAT IMPORTS. 


Eight steamers landed cattle and fresh meat 
at Liverpool during the past week from the 
various North and South American and Colo- 
nial ports. The vessels and their freights 
were as follows: El Uruguayo, from Buenos 
Ayres, with 12,054 sheep and lamb carcases, 
881 cases of pork, 1,805 bags of meat, and 
27,468 ars. of beef; the Duchess of Bedford, 
from Montreal, with 1,273 boxes of meat; 
the Manchester Commerce, from Montreal, 
with 644 cattle; the Carinthia, from New 
York, with 346 boxes of pork; the Laurentic, 
from Montreal, with 80 boxes of meat; the 
Demosthenes, from Australia, with 24,598 
sheep and lamb carcases, 700 carcases and 180 
cases of pork, 659 boxes of meat, and 2,995 
qrs. of beef; the Britannic, from New York, 
with 558 boxes of meat; and the Saxon Star, 
from South America, with 112,953 sheep 
and lamb carcases, making a total of 
149,604 sheep and lamb carcases, 2,107 
cases and carcases of pork, 4,375 
bags, etc., of meat, 3,461 qrs. of beef 
and 644 cattle. Compared with the arrivals 
of the preceding week these — show an 
increase of 84,421 sheep and lamb carcases 
and 524 carcases and cases of pork, and a 
decrease of 47 cattle, 400 sides of veal, 4,643 
bags, etc., of meat, 8,028 ars. of beef.

OUIET CONDITIONS. 


From (OUR COMMERCIAL CORRESPONDENT. 


A quiet but steady feeling is reported in 
most departments of the provision trade 
during the past week. Demand for most 
commodities continues of a moderate charac- 
ter, and the Lancashire holidays, which haye 
now commenced, will, doubtless, affect the 
position to a certain extent in the near 
future. So far as the bacon trade is con- 
cerned, there is a better undercurrent notice- 
able for most cures. The cooler weather is 
more favourable to business, but the present 
very low prices are undoubtedly causing 
buyers to operate more freely. At the 
weekly meeting of the Bacon Committee no 
pick chanie was recorded in either Danish 
or Polish; but Swedish was advanced ls. 
and Dutch ls. to 2s. per cwt. No change 
was recorded in Irish either in the North or 
South. For the fifth week in succession the 
Danish official quotation has been wired un- 
changed at 194 kroner per 100 kilos, as com- 
pared with 223 kroner at the corresponding 
“vom of last year and 285 kroner in 1929. 

emand for all classes of butter in this 
centre continues satisfactory, and prices for 
both Continental and Colonial makes is firm. 
So far as Irish creameries are concerned, 
demand is also good, and some sellers show a 
disposition to ask a premium on present 
prices. 

RUSSIAN BUTTER. 

So far as Manchester is concerned, as 
far as can be ascertained, no great weight 
of Russian butter is finding its way to this 
centre. The exports of Al from that 
country during the financial year 1929-30 
were given as 9,981 tons, which was a 
marked decrease from the preceding years 
1928-1929, when the exports were 27,764 
tons; also from 1927-28 exports, which were 
52,854 tons. Lately some rulstantial ship- 
ments of Russian butters have been received 
both in this country and in Germany, and it 
appears that the Soviet Government intend 
to push the butter export by all means. 
Large Russian orders for margarine have 
been received from Danish and German 
manufacturers, probably with the intention 
on the part of the Russian anthorities to 
replace butter with margarine in the home 
consumption so as to release so much more 
butter for export. The imports of Rus- 
sian butter into Great Britain in the l-st three 
years have heen as follows : 1928. 336.252 ewts. : 
1929, 290,290 cwts., and in 1930, 165,451 cwts 
In the egg trade there has been a much 
steadier feeling for most descrintions, and 
production now shows signs of falling off. 


THE CATTLE TRADE. 

At the Manchester Cattle Market on Tues- 
day fat cattle were penned in rather smaller 
numbers, but a fairly substantial increase 
was recorded in sheep and lambs. Irish live- 


stock, both fat and dairy cattle and sheep and 
lambs, were all in much larger supply than 

the previous week. A good trade was 
experienced for fat cattle at firm prices. 
Sheep also remained steady, but lambs were 
easier to buy.

A pro- 
mising field of investment is provided by In- 
surance shares, the general range of which is 
somewhat low in comparison with the average 
prices of the last two or three years. Yet 
even during the slump period the leading 
companies have made steady progress, because 
they adhere to the fixed policy of allowing 
profits to accumulate and pay ‘dividends on! 
out of interest. Unusual importance will 
attach to the coming half-yearly dividend 
declarations of the “' Big Five” banks. The 
directors of these institutions have their 
fingers on the pulse of trade, and their divi- 
dend policy will reflect their view of the trade 
outlook for the coming half-year. If this is 
considered to be reasonably satisfactory pre- 
vious rates will beemaintained, but no sur- 
prise will be felt if it is decided to conserve 
resources by recommending small interim 
payments.
